has offered Suggestions as to the Mode in which the said Turnpike, 
Trusts should be abolished, and the Debentures and Debts due 
thereon should be valued, apportioned, and discharged : And whereas 10 
it is expedient that certain Recommendations of the said Commis- 
sioner should be carried into effect : Be it therefore enacted, by the 
Queen’s most Excellent Majest3’, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in
